AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF TORRANCE ' 
FIXING THE TAX RATES AND LEVYING TAXES 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR BEGINNING JULY I, 
1941.

The City Council of the City of Torrance does, hereby or­ 
dain as follows:

SECTION 1. That for the purpose of raising the sum* of 
money necessary to be raised by taxation upon the taxable pro 
perty of the- City of Torrance as a revenue to carry on the var­ 
ious Departments of said City for the fiscal year beginning July 
I, 1941, the rates of taxes for tho different portions of the City 
of Torrance are hereby fixed and taxes are hereby levied, on all 
taxable property in the different portions of the City for the fis­ 
cal year beginning July 1, 1941, In the number of cents upon 
each one hundred dollars of the assessed value of.sjjld property 
as assessed by the County Assessor and equalized by the Board 
of Supervisors of the County of Lop Angeles, State of California, 
and for the several funds and purposes set forth in the fallowing 
table, the taxes levied upon property In each portion of said, City 
hereinafter described and. designated by a district number being 
at the rates set, opposite the designations of the respective funds 
in the column headed by the district number, which is prefixed 
to the description of such portion of said city as hereinafter 
stated.

is hereby levied on all taxable land only in the Act of 1927 Muni­ 
cipal Improvement District No. 1 of the said City of Torrance, as

That no other levies of a special assessment tax is made,by 
the City Council of the City of Torrance for any other acquisi­ 
tion and Improvement district for the reason that said dtBtricts 
are partly within unincorporated territory of the County of Los 
Angeles,.

be able to function or pay said interest and principal of said 
bonds, all of which would menace the public peace, health and 
safety of said City.
